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BRITISH ISRAELISM AGAIN 


Here is a copy of a letter to an inquirer concerning the theory that 
Anglo-Saxon people are the “lost tribes” of Israel.

Dear Mrs. C. 


I am glad that you wrote to me 
and that you sent me the tract 
put out by the Anglo-Saxon Feder- 
ation of America. I have read much 
of their literature, know a number 
of their preachers and speakers in- 
timately. I have gong into their 
teaching now through several 
years, reading book after book, 
reading their magazines, talking 
to their best teachers. I earnestly 
urge you to turn from this new 
modern cult, this false ‘‘ism,’’ back 
to the Bible itself. 


Of course, as a_ lay-Christian, 
you have not had the opportunity 
I have had to go into this false 
teaching. But I call to your at- 
tention several facts. 

1. Anglo-Saxon Israelite people 
base their teaching almost entirely 
on things outside the Bible. Prin- 
cipally, they use the great Pyra- 
mid. They also depend on legends, 
traditions, and on one or two refer- 
ences in an apocryphal book, which 
is not really a part of the Bible. 
How strange that sincere Chris- 
tians would be willing to take this 
matter which is not taught by the 
Bible, but based on traditions and 
legends and the great Pyramid, and 
national pride of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. 

2. The Bible nowhere gives any 
justification for the British-Israe- 
lite theory. The kingdom of Israel 
is promised to be in the land of 
Palestine, around Jerusalem, and 
not centered in England or Amer- 
ica. I enclose my booklet on 
“Christ’s Literal Reign. on Earth 


From David’s Throne at Jerusa- 
lem.” 

o. I call your attention to the 
fact that the nation Israel is to 
reign after Christ’s second coming. 
The ruler will be Christ Himself 
and not the royal line of England. 
Anglo-Saxon people take the glory 
that should belong to Jesus Christ 
and put it on an English king. The 
Scriptures could not possibly be 
honestly interpreted to make the 
kingdom of Israel, so long prophe- 
sied in the Bible, occur in England 
or in America or both. For in- 
stance, Jeremiah 23, verses three 
to eight, show that God will bring 
Israel out of all the countries into 
which they have been scattered 
back to their own land, in Pales- 
tine. Israel*was not scattered from 
England and will not be regathered 
there, but to Palestine. In Ezekiel 
36, verses sixteen to thirty-eight, 
notice the promise of verse twenty- 
eight, “And ye*shall dwell in the 
land that I gave to your fathers 
(the fathers of those Jews to 
whom Ezekiel wrote). That re- 
gathering of Israel refers to the 
land of Palestine ~certainly. The 
kingdom is described again in Mi- 


-eah;-chapter-four.and there we are 


plainly told how “the law shall go 
forth from Zion, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem.”’ (Micah 
4:2). That kingdom again is de- 
scribed in Zechariah fourteen, 
which shows’ that it will only be 
at the return of Christ in glory, 
that it will center at Jerusalem, 
and that the Israelites will be re-

0. The Bible clearly shows that 
all of the Children of Israel were 
carried away into the same world 
empire, called Babylon sometimes, 
other times called Assyria. It was 
under different rulers at the times 
ef the two captivities; and had two

First of all, let us understand 
what this verse does not mean. 
CERTAINLY IT DOES NOT 
MEAN THAT A CHRISTIAN 
CANNOT SIN. First John 1:8 
plainly says, “If we say that we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us.” Chris- 
tians are commanded ‘to pray, 
“Forgive us our sins” in the Lord’s 
Prayer as given in Luke 11:4. No- 
ah sinned, Lot sinned, David 
sinned, Peter sinned, Paul sinned, 
after they were saved. Christians 
do sin. As the Bible repeatedly 
says. 

Then what does First John 3:9 
mean? It evidently means that 
there is one part of a Christian 
that cannot sin. “His seed remain- 
eth in him: and he cannot sin.” A 
lost man has one nature, and that 
is evil. A saved man has the old 
nature and a new nature, also. The 
old nature can sin, the new nature 
cannot sin. Christians have ‘become 
partakers of the divine nature. 
That divine nature remains in a 
Christian. There is a part of every 
really born-again person that hates 
sin, loves God, and would not will- 
ingly displease God. But there is 
the old carnal nature that strug- 
gles against the new nature. That 
struggle is described by Paul in 
the seventh chapter of Romans, 
verses 14 to 25. There Paul says: 

‘14, For we know that the law 
is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold 
under sin. — ; 

“15. For that which I do I allow 
not: for what I would, that do I 
not; but what I hate, that do I. 

“16. If then I do that which I 
would not, I consent unto the law 
that it is good. 

“17. Now then it is no more I 
that do it, but sin that dwelleth in 


e. 
“18, For I know that in me (that 


“Also the children of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt-offerings unto the God of Is- 
rael, twelve bullocks for all Israel, 
ninety and six rams, seventy and 
seven lambs, twelve he“ goats for a 
sin-offering; all this was a burnt- 
offering unto the Lord.” 

Similar things are told in the 
book of Nehemiah, how all Israel 
was represented in the remnant 
that went back. Nehemiah 7:37 
says, ‘‘And all Israel dwelt in their 
cities; and when the seventh month 
came, the children of Israel were 
in their cities.’”’ In Nehemiah 11:20 
we are told, “And the residue of 
Israel, of the priests, and the Le- 
vites, were in all the cities of Ju- 
dah, every one in his inheritance.” 
That group was the remnant of all 
Israel. They are the ancestors of 
the Jews of today. 

6. There is abundance of evidence 
that the word ‘Jews’ is used in 
the Bible to refer to all the twelve 
tribes of Israel. I shall not go into 


‘it now, but I remind you that the 


book of James is addressed “to 
the twelve tribes scattered abroad.” 
and that letter was certainly ad- 
dressed primarily first to people 
then known who were already 
Christians. And the people in Eng- 
land were not Christians for cen- 
turies later. 

No, the Anglo-Saxon people are 
not Israel. 
I have 


known numbers of 


Christians misled by this doctrine. | 


I have known some of the best 
soul- winners in America to be de- 
luded. They lost their soul-winning 
power, they were lifted up in pride; 
some of them became more inter- 
ested in political matters than in 
getting the gospel to sinners. 


You did not get this Anglo-Sax | 


on Israelite heresy in the Bible, 
and I hope therefore that you will 
quit reading the other literature 
where you did get it, and hold fast 
to the precious Word of God, and 
not be carried away by every wind 
of doctrine.

The Christian then has two na- 
tures. “With the mind, I myself 
serve the law of God,” that is, 
the new nature. “But with the 
flesh, the law of sin,” that is, the 
old nature. That statement is found 
in the last verse of the ehapter, 
verse 25. And that is the exper- 
ience, in some degree, of every 
Christian until he dies. 

But thank God, there is coming 
a time when Jesus comes, when the 
Christian dead are raised up and 
we that are alive and remain till 
Christ’s coming shall be suddenly 
changed. Romans 8:19-23 says: 

“19. For the earnest expectation 
of the creature waiteth for the 
manifestation of the sons of God. 

“20. For the creature was made 
subject to vanity, not willingly, but 
by reason of him who hath sub- 
jected the same in hope. 

“21. Because the creature itself 
also shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of 
God. 

“22. For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

“23. And not only they, but our- 
selves also, which have the first- 
fruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, wait- 
ing for the adoption, to wit, the re- 
demption of our body. " 

“24. For we are saved by hope: 
but hope that.is seen is not hope: 
for what a man seeth, why doth 
he yet hope for? 

“25 But if we hope for that we 
see not, then do we with patience 
wait for it.” :

is the art of lying.” When a news- 
paper man lies, we call it propa- 
ganda. When a busines man lies, 
we dismiss it as just business. 
When a child lies, we say that it 
is a distorted imagination. When a 
prophet lies, we speak of it as a 
dream. When a scientist lies, we 
call it a theory. Then a philosopher 
lies, we excuse him on the basis 
that it is merely a surmise or hy- 
pothesis. When the weather man 
lies, it is an error. A lie for the 
politician is merely a campaign 
speech. The priest lies and it is 
superstition. An illiterate man lies 
and we call it ignorance. When a 
woman lies over the hedge to a 
neighbor of hers, we call it gos- 
sip. But even though it seems a 
jittle crude and few of us are ac- 
customed to speaking frankly. 
about the matter, it would prob- 
ably be better if we called a lie a 
lie and said that most men will lie 
and ali men can lie. 

But my text says that God can- 
not lie, It is contrary to His nature 
and it is unnecessary forHim to 
lie because He has no motive for 
lying. In a world where there are 
so few honest people, it seems a 
good thing today to realize that we 
serve God who cannot lie. Here in 
this house of God we come aside to. 
see what there is in life that is 
stable, that is permanent, that is 
secure. And as we look about us, 
we find that there is nothing secure 
save God Himself and our own 
souls. And our own souls are se- 
cure in a_ spiritual sense, .only 
when they are made secure in Him. 
Not even the earth is permanent 
and certainly not our homes, nor

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our bodies, nor our ideas. But Je- 
sus said, “Heaven and earth shall 
pass away, but my words shall 
not pass away.” 

My two texts declare the im- 
possibility of God’s lying. Paul 
speaks of the “hope of eternal 
life, which God, that cannot lie, 
promised before the world began.” 
In other words, he is saying that 
our hope of eternal life, of the 
glorious life hereafter, after the 
foolish fury of this world is end- 
ed, is based, upon the fact that God 
who | romised it cannot lie. In 
Hebrews 6:13-20 we find that the 
writer is speaking of God’s prom- 
ise and God’s oath to men and 
says, “In which it was impossible 
for God to lie, we might have a 
strong consolation, who have fled 
for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope «set -before=us: which hope 
we have‘as-an anchor of the soul, 
both sure and stedfast, and which 
entereth into that within the veil; 
whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of 
Meléhisedec.” I like that ‘expres- 
sion “an anchor of the soul, both 
sure and stedfast.”’ 


The real thought of this message 
as the Bible presents it, is that in 
God’s integrity we have an anchor 
for our souls. Men need this, It 
has always been a strange thing to 
me that men would tie their lives 
to things that perish when they 
may anchor to God Himself. Some 
men anchor their souls within 
themselves: they trust their own 
opinions or their own whims or 
their own wishful thinking. Some 
men anchor their souls to other 
men: they trust the general opin- 
ion. Some anchor their souls to 
some church: they depend upon the 
priest or the church to save them. 
But the writer of Hebrews here 
says that God who cannot lie is 
our anchor, sure and stedfast. 

I need not try to prove to you 
that God cannot lie, but I do wish 
to show you how this applies to 
our lives. If we take it seriously, it 
means more to us than any other 
single fact in the world. I suggest 
to you that God cannot lie about 
the way to live in this life. Second, 
He cannot lie about the hereafter. 
Third, He cannot lie about how to 
be saved. 


|. He Cannot Lie About This Life. 


Many Christians think that 
Christ came to give them a ticket 
to Heaven and then that He is will- 


ing for them to go ahead and waste: 


their lives. But the truth is, Christ 
came to teach us how to live as 
well as how to die and how to go 
to Heaven when we die. He made 
an honest effort in His time to 
teach men that they should not 
live for things that perish. In Luke 
12 He said that “A Man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of 
things which he possesseth.” And 
in the same passage He told the 
story of a man who was making 
money and about a great crop that 
he had; and instead of saying, “I 
will use this money and this farm 
and these crops for the glory of 
God,” he tore down his old barns 
and built others, and said, “Now 
I have plenty, I will let the rest of 
the world attend to themselves, and 
I will eat, drink, and be merry.” 
God said, ‘Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be?’’ 
That’s a good question for us to 
ask today! After you have labored 
hard for the things that you now 
cherish, when you come to die, 
whose shall these things be? Jesus 
therefore said, “Lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt 
and where thieves do not break 
through nor steal.” I am not talk- 
ing to you today about the life 
after death. I am talking to you 
about the way you now spend 
your life, your time, your talents— 
the things that you are really in- 
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to the other, Christ taught that 
the highest life one can. live is the 
self-denial life. He said, “If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross 
daily, and follow me. For whosoev- 
er will save his life shall lose it: 
but whosoever will lose his life 
for my sake, the same shall save it. 
For what is a man advantaged, if 
he gain the whole world, and lose 
himself, or be cast away?” (Luke 
9:28-25). All philosophy of the 
world is built on the principle of 
self assertion, of getting ahead, of 
making one’s name, Nearly anyone 
will. tell you today that the for- 
tunate man is the one who has 
many servants. But Jesus said that 
the great among us are the ones 
who do the most serving. Not the 


|number of servants that you have, 


but the amount of service that you 
do for others is the real mark of 
greatness. A. E. Housman, noted 
moderm poet, said, “The greatest 
discovery of all time is in the 
statement of Jesus that he that 
saveth his life shall lose it.” I could 
give you numerous examples of 
that from my own personal exper- 
ience — that people are losing their 
lives by trying to save. their lives, 
The bearing of a cross, the laying 
of yourself out for God, sacrifice of 
self, the denial of self —- these are 
the things that God has told us 
are the real things in living. 


God cannot lie. Jesus in Matthew 
6 told His disciples how to over- 
come worry, fear, and the troubles 
that: beset those who are tied- to 
the things of this world. He said, 
‘Take no thought of what ye shall 
wear or what ye shall eat or what 
ye shall drink, for if you will seek 
first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, these material 
things shall be added unto you.’ 
Now, I know there are few of us 
who really believe that. If we did, 
we would not be so commonly 
troubled by worry. Paul, you re- 
member, gave us some insight into 
the will of God when he said, ‘‘And 
know that all things work together 
for good to them that‘ love God.” 
Now, many of us day after day are 
suffering, are worrying, are afraid, 
are striving after things that do 
not matter, because we cannot 
trust God for the things that do 
matter. 


I heard the story once of a lit- 
tle boy and his father walking 
along. The child, with his little 
hand, was holding to his father’s 
finger. When he would stumble, in 
his effort to catch, he would turn 
loose of his father’s finger and fall 
to the ground. Yet, he persisted 
on holding on to his father. Fin- 
ally, after several failures, his fa- 
ther said, “Son, let me hold to your 
hand; then when you _ stumble, 
there will be no danger because I 
will continue holding on to you.” 
It was then that the little boy won 
the victory. When the time. comes 
in our lives that we realize that 
God is holding on to us, that He 
is working out the plan for our 
lives, that He is directing our 
paths, then, we can say that God 
who cannot lie is our refuge and 
our strength. 


i. God Cannot Lie About the 


Hereafter. 


I know many people who take 
the attitude that since we know 
about this life, about its possibili- 
‘ties, that we had as well live for 
this life and. pay little attention 
to the next. A man said to me one 
day, “I’m going to live this -life 
while. I’m at-it and let the next 
one take care of itself.”’ 
base philosophy is founded on the 
idea that we do not know about the 
next life, therefore we might as 
well ignore it. The truth is, how- 
ever, that if you are willing to be- 
lieve that God cannot lie, you can 
find out a great deal about the next 
life. ) 


The Bible has some very clear} 


things to say about Heaven and 
about Hell, for there is no inter- 
mediate state of purgatory such 
as you hear men: say, but there 


‘is a Heaven and a Hell. As the old 


preachers used to say, “There’s a 


‘Hell to shun and a Heaven to 


gain.” Many people are saying that 
the language of the Bible that 
describes these two places is fi- 


gurative language. Hell, as you 
know, is described as a place of 


torment, a place of pain, a place| P@5s 


of sin, a place of everlasting fire. 
‘‘And whosoever shall offend one 


lof these little ones that believe in 


me, it is better for him that a mill- 


— were hanged about his neck, 
and he were cast into the sea. And 
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if thy hand offend thee, cut it off: 
it is better for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than having two 
hands to go into hell, into the fire 
that never shall be quenched: 
Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched” (Mark 
9:42-44), “Then shall-he say also 
unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels.” (Matthew 25:41). 
“But the fearful; and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murder- 
ers, and whoremongers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, 
shall have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone: which is the second death’”’ 
(Revelation 21:8). 

Heaven is described as a piace 
of joy, of peace, of rest, and of 
fellowship with God. “For here 
have we no continuing city, but we 
seek one to come” (Hebrews 13: 
14). “For we know that if our 
earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, we have a building 
of God, an house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens” (II 
Corinthians 5:1). “And I heard a 
great voice out of heaven saying, 
Behold, the tabernacle of God is. 
with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, 
and. God himself shall be with 
them,.and be their God. And God 
Shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, néither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former things 
. aoe away’ (Revelation 21: 

» &). |

A few years ago one of my 
friends asked me to go to see a 
couple of old maids who lived in my 
community. I was told that they 
were not Christians, and that they 
would not attend church. I drove 
up to the house and stopped my 
car and as I walked up to the door 
I heard someone around back talk- 
ing. So, according to the custom 
of the country, instead of knock- 
ing, I simply stepped to the side of 
the house and called, ‘Hello!’ 
These two old maids heard my 
voice and came around the corner 
of the house toward me. One of 
them saw that it was a man and 
ran back (in disappointment or 
despair!) and the other came on 
and greeted me, I talked with her 
a few minutes and invited her to 
church and finally got to the sub- 
ject,of her salvation. She was not 
at all interested and in order to 
turn me aside from my subject, 
She mentioned a friend of hers who 
had died recently in another part 
of the country. I saw that this was 
an effort to turn aside from the 
real issue, so I said, “Is your friend . 
in Heaven?” To which she replied 
rather haughtily that she did not 
know and did not believe that any- 


| body else knew. Then I said to her, 


“You are right, we do not know, 
unless we know whether she ac- 
cepted Christ or not. If she did 
accept Christ, she is in Heaven. If 
she rejected Him, she is in Hell.” 
And then she began scoffing at the 
idea and saying that all we know 
about was here and nothing about 
the hereafter. So I read her a por- 
tion of Scripture. I used the story 
of the rich man and Lazarus.

Ill. In the Last Place God Cannot 
Lie -About-the Way of Salvation. 


_It is not uncommon to find that 
men are lying about this. I speak 
this respectfully, but it is neces- 
Sarily so because they contradict 
‘one another. One man says we are 
Saved by our good works; another 
Says we are saved by the ordin- 
ances of the church; another says 
we are saved by a good conscience; 
some even dare to say that there is 
ho salvation. 

The Bible is plain, as plain as 
day ,on this important subject. 
When any man tells you that the 
Bible contradicts itself, you may be 
sure that that man is not properly 
interpreting the Bible. For if it is 
the Word of God, it does not con- 
tradict itself. I find men and wom- 
en every where saying that the Bi- 
ble is hard to understand, but I 
remind you my friends, that even 
‘though there are some difficult 
passages in the Bible, these pas- 
Sages are not concerning salva- 
tion. To be saved, man must sim- 
ply take the Bible for what it says 

amd believe it, believe it with all 
his heart. If any man tells you that 
he cannot believe, he is denying 


his own personality, for God has |. 


given every man the ability to act, 
what we call free-will. And usually, 
when a man is saying, “I cannot 
believe,” he really means, “I will 
. not believe God;” and no greater 
insult can be offered to God. 
According to the Word of God, 
there are two things a man must 
do in order to be savea, (or two 
sides to the thing one must do to 
be saved — Editor). Paul said he 
preached “repentence toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Acts 20:21). These two 
take place inside the man himself. 
First, he must repent of his sins. 
“I tell you, Nay; but, except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish” 
(Luke 13:3). “Now (God) com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent” (Acts 17:30). Repentance is 
not mere sorrow for sins, but a de- 
liberate, heart-felt, deep, turning 
away from sin, turning from self 
and self sufficiency and the ways 
of the world to God and His righ- 
teousness. Jesus illustrated that 
marvelously in a story told in Mat- 
thew 21, about a man who had two 
sons. He came to the first and ‘said, 
“Son, go work today in my vine- 
yard.” And he answered and said, 


# =“. will not,” Now, that is what you 
m»-. have done, and what I have done. 
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HAT GOD CANNOT DO 


For years, for most of us, we said, 
“I will not serve God. I will not be 
His child. I will not follow in the 
Christian way.” And then there 
came a change. As Jesus said of 
this son, “But afterward, he re- 
pented and went.” That is what 
happened to me when I was four- 
teen years of age. I was refusing 
to be God’s child, and then I re- 
pented, I changed my mind, I 
changed my attitude, I changed my 
will. I said, “Now, I will do what 
God tells me to do.” When I did 
that, I was ready to believe on 
Him. And that’s the second thing 
a man must do to be saved. 
What does it mean to believe 
on Christ? Now, my friend, it 
means simply to take Him at His 
Word, to believe that He will do 
what He says He will do when you 
do your part. The Bible says that 
“faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God.” No 
man can be saved unless he is 
willing to believe the Word of God, 
the promises of God about salva- 
tion. Look at a few of these prom- 
ises. “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life” (John 3:16). “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and. shall not come into con- 
demnation; but is passed from 
death unto life’ (John 5:24). “And 
(he) brought them out, and said, 
Sirs, what ‘must I do to be saved? 
And they said, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
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saved, and thy house” (Acts 16: 
30, 31). 

When I was a boy, a neighbor of 
mine must have had an hallucina- 
tion. He haid that he saw a man 
flying through the air over his 
farm. There was no question about 
it in his own mind, even though he 
could not account for a man’s sud- 
denly sprouting wings. The report 
was carried all over the country 


very-excited about it. One of them, 
an old negro who helped rear my 
father, said to a friend of ours 
one day, “According to a report, 
Johnnie. Bass says that the man 
was fiying toward Bob Hudson’s 
farm. I don’t know whether I can 
take Mr. Johnnie’s word for this 
or not, but I do know Bob Hudson; 
I raised him, and if he says he 
saw a man flying through the air, 
I'll say that a man flew through 
the air.” She believed that my fa- 
ther would tell the truth about it. 

My friends, the one thing that 
will send a man to Hell is his re- 
fusing to believe the words of my 
text, that it is impossible for God 
to lie. You may lie, steal, drink, 
or be cruel to your family, but all 
of these might be forgiven; but 
-when a man persists in disbelief he 
cannot be forgiven. Jesus said, ‘He 
that believeth not shall be 
damned.” And in John 3:18 he 
said, “He that believeth on Him 
is not condemned, but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the 
name of the only begotten Son of 
God.” John, in his first epistle, said, 
“He that believeth on the Son of 
God hath the witnesses in himself, 
he that believeth not God hath 
made him a liar; because he believ-

of his Son.” There is one great 
question that stands out above all 
others today, that is, do you believe 
that He cannot lie? Or, are you 
willing by your conduct, by your 
attitude, to say that-God is a 
liar. Some man may say, “But 
preacher, I would not say that God 
is a liar.” But He said in His Word, 
“He that believeth not hath made 
a liar.” (I Jno. 5:10). Your 
very unbelief says that God is a 
liar. We are not asking you to be- 
lieve the preacher, believe the 
church, believe in all the members 
of the church, nor to believe any 
creed. We are asking you simply 
to take God at His word. Where 
is the man today who says, ‘I want 
to be saved. Deep in my heart I 
would like to know that I am a 
child of God.” I say to that man, 
“Be saved this instant, turn to Him 
now and trust Him for salvation.”’ 

I went into a home last week 
in this community and found a 
nineteen year old boy who said he 
was lost and wanted to be saved. 
I explained the way of salvation 
to him, read in the Bible, showed 
him from God’s own Word what 
His promises were. Then, I asked 
him if he wanted, deep in his 
heart, to believe on God. He said 
that he did, so I said, “Now is 
the time to settle this, let’s pray 
and ask God to save you. I'll pray 
and then you pray.” I prayed. 
When I finished, I said, ‘““Now Dan, 
you pray.”’ For a moment he hes- 
itated, and then he said, “Oh, God, 
you know that I am a sinner; I’ve 
done things that I should not have 


done; but now I repent of my sins ; 


and ask you to save me.” When 
he said ‘“‘Amen’” I offered another 
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short prayer, and then as I stood 
I asked him to make his state- 
ment that he was trusting in 
Christ, that he was believing on 
Him. And he assured me that he 
was. Then I said, ‘‘Are you satis- 
fied about it?” He said, “I am 
perfectly satisfied.” Do you know 
why that boy was satisfied? Be- 
cause he believed God’s Word, and 
it is impossible for God to lie. God 
help all of you who are here today 
to believe His Word. If you are a 
Christian, believe His promises, re- 
ly on them, hold on to them in time 
of trouble. If you who are lost, 
make this the time to say, “My 
trouble is really that I have dis- 
believed God and now I trust His 
Son as my Saviour.”
